WIDE DIFFERENCES SHOWN 


) Ne Mention of Day of Judgment, 


Baptism and Hell—Views 
of Authorities. 


An ancient Spanish manuscript, known 
as the Codex Huntingtonianus Palimp-. 
sestus to a few scholars who saw it be- 
fore it was locked ‘up in the vaults of 
‘the Hispanic Society of America, 156th 
Street and Broadway, is t . subject of 
a controversy which has been in prog- 
ress among—biblical scholars for some 
time, but was made.public for the first 
time yesterday.. Opposing groups of 
biblical scholars either affirm or deny 
that. the manuscript is one of the 
earliest versions of the Bible and that it 
differs radically from-the accepted ver- 
sions of the scriptures. It was brought 
Rere in 1907 after having becn stolen 


. from a monastery in Spain. 


Access to the ancient parchment for 
many months was.afforded to Dr. 5. 
8, Buchanan, décipherer of many old 


Latin manuscripts whose work attracted 


the ‘attention of officials of the British 
Museum as. well as students of old 
manuscripts 4in the United States. 

After poring over the old volume for 
many days, Dr. Buchanan, who is now 
teaching at the Ardsley Towers prepara- 
tery school for boys at Ardsley, said

Dr. Gates is a great student of Latin 
biblical texts, but made no such dis- 
covery as that Claimed by Dr. Buchanan, 
. At first? according to admissions made 
to friends, he was inclined to feel 
chagrined because such an important 
discovery had been overlooked by him- 
self, but later he changed his mind 
when.a group of ecclesiastical scholars 
made it plain that they took no stock in’ 
the alleged discovery by Dr. Buchanan. 
“The .manuscripts of the Western 
text (of the Bible) that have come to, 
light have all been corrected, more or 


~ lesa thoroughly, into agreement with the 


, Bacra in 1917. 


Vulgate and Alexandrian tex said 
Dr. Buchanan, in an article on his dis- 
covery contributed to the Bibliotheca 
‘The Codex Hunting- 
tonianus, on the other hand, contains 
in its first copies a text altogether in- 
dependent of the Vulgate. This consti- 
tutes its supreme value, and gives it 
the pre-eminence .over all other texts 
that have yet been discovered,”’ 
According to Dr. Buchanan, the oblit- 
erated text was inscribed probably in 
the Sixth Century.. From certain pecu- 
Harities of the older text,. which was 
not entirely erased and which is called 


| «the wunderseript, he explained that he 


was able to trace the source of the text 
to a biblical version of the First or 
Second Century. 


Prior to‘the Vulgate. 


“Such a versioni would ante-date by 
two or three'centuries the Vulgate, which 
was a translation made by St. Jerome 
in the Fourth Century from the Hebrew 
texts. So Dr. Buchanan has concluded 
that the text furnishing the source of 
the old script which was nearly obliter- 


ated and lost until he began studying:\ 


the ‘Spanish manuscipt was in close 
touch with the very source of the Bible. 

Soon after Dr. Buchanan made known 
the texts which he sald he had deci- 
phered, he was accused of having per- 
petrated a fraud, and the old manu- 
acript about that time was placed in the 
vault of the Hispanic Museum. He had 
worked over the old texts for fifteen 
months, however, and deciphered a larg,

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The Hard- 
ing Administration ‘has. abandoned all 
idea for the present of modernizing bat- 
tleships in ‘the fleet through. the’ eleva- 
‘tion of their guns. The Congressional 
appropriation of.$6,500,000 made. at the 
ast session for elevating the guns of 
thirteen. of ‘the dreadnoughts* whose 
weapons are not capable of high angle 
fire will. not be expendeé unless Con- 
gress gives further directions in. the 
case. 
Secretary of the Navy Denby today 
announced that the gun elevation con- 
troversy had been settled along these

Officials of the Navy Department are 
convinced ‘that. there is nothing in tlie 
naval treaty negotiated:at the arms con- 
ference to forbid elevating the guns on 
the older battleships. 


New Proposals. for Congress. 

WASHINGTON, April 26 (Associated 
Press).—With official opinion in. ‘the 
Navy from Secretary Denby down hold- 
ing unanimously that the modernization 
‘program 1s permissible under the treaty 
drawn up at the Washington confer- 
ence and essential to American naval 
standing, it was regarded as certain to- 
day that the question would be presented 
anew to Congress at the December ses- 
sion. The department's recommenda- 
tion then is expected to be based on the 
technical necessities of the situation 
without regard to what any other na- 
tign has done or may do. 

Some officials: here have suggested 
that, while the actual work is being held 
in abeyahce, precautions could be. taken 
which would lessen the danger of ‘the 
American fleet being caught unaware 
by an enemy of superior battle. rating. 
They would have master dies and pat- 
terns of the more intricate parts neces- 
sary to ‘gun elevation manufacturer and 
stored at bases for use in an emergency, 
go that the period of tie-up might: be re- 
duced. It has been estimated that three 
months would be required under normal 
conditinos to complete the modernization 
of a battleship. 


The State Department is studying pro- 
visions of the treaty to determine 
whether the work on “American ships 
can be executed without violating the 
naval convention either in’ letter _or 
spirit. . Requests made for information 
from Secretary Denby and American 
naval attachés in foreign capitals have 
brought a mass of papers to the depart- 
ment for analysis by legal authorities 
assisting Secretary Hugties. 

While today’s decision removed the 
necessity of expediting the study and 
the preparation of an opinion by Sec- 
retary Hughes, it was understood that 
the /.work would be carried forward 
steadily with a view to drafting an 
opinion prior to the convening of Con- 
gress in December.

Demands $150,000 Damages 
From Cuvillier and Corrigan 
for Bootleg Charges. 


Police, Commissioner Enright started a 
$150,000 libel suit yesterday against As- 
semblyman Louis a Cuvillier and Mag- 
istrate Joseph EB. Corrigan, as co-defen- 
dants, for statements relating to alleged 
bootleg grafting by -the police, which 
were made in a telegram sent“by Mr. 
Cuvillier to. Magistrate Corrigan., The 
suit: is the third civil action. for- either 
libel or slander that has been instituted 
since charges- of police corruption were. 
matie-in the Assembly by Mr. Cuvillier. 

The Police Commiasjoner. alleges in the 
complaint that the statements in the 

telegram were. false’ and: were intended ‘ 
to discredit him ‘‘to the end that the 
plaintiff might be removed from office.’"

The inquiry started by Commissioner 
of Accounts David Hirshfield was again 
postponed yesterday. Mr. Hirshfield 
said, that he intended to continue it as 
goon ‘as witnesses could be subpoenaed, 
perhaps today, New charges df a police 
‘‘ frame-up’”’ in a liquor case have been 
received, according to the Commissioner. 

The $150,000 libel suit brqught by Com- 
missioner Einright is the second action 
that he has instituted against Mr. Cuvil- 
lier, The first was a suit for slander 
in which Enright asked: for $100,000 
damages for charges made by the As- 
semblyman in the Legislature. A $50,000 
slander suit has been brought: against 
Commissioner - Hirshfield by Charles 
Tiernan, - whom the Commissioner 
charged with perjury during his exam- 
ination on charges of police oppression. 

The. complaint in the libel. action re- 
fers briefly to Mr. Enright’s record in 
the Police Department from patrolman 
to Commissioner. Then follows a ref- 
erence to Assemblyman Cuvillier’s tele- 
gram, which was sent from Albany on 
Sunday and was made public by Magis- 
trate Cor The telegram, Mr. En- 
right alleges, was ‘“‘false and untrue 
and ‘was maliciously published and cir- 
culated and intended by the- defendants 
to injuré the plaintiff in his good name, 
fame, credit, reputation, honor and 
Ystanding in the community and to dis- 
credit the. plaintiff as Police Commis- 
sioner of New York to the end that 
the plaintiff might: be removed from 
office.’’ 

As ‘a result. of the publication of ‘the 
telegram, it ig further. alleged, Commis- 
sioner Enright has been held up to 
‘* scorn, ‘hatred, ridicule’ and contempt 

among. his: neighbors . and ‘generally 
among the public. and palice: force of 
thée-city of-New York.’’ The ‘complaint 
also specifically charges that. Com- 
missioner .has. ‘been recreant. to’.his 
duties in the enforcement of the ia rf 
Gage act.”’ . 

Statement by Enright’s Counsel. 


The suitis brought in the Supreme 
Court .of .Kings @ounty. ~Mr..Gordom 
said that the ‘complaint would ‘be filed 
as soon as the affidavit. of service’ had 
been received from his representative 
who served Mr. CGuvillier.

Two indictménts against Vadislav R. 
Savic, formerly Consul General to New 
York: from the Kingdom of the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes, on charges’ of at- 
tempted. extortion were dismissed yes- 
terday ‘by Judgé Mancuso in General 
Sessions. The indictments followed the 
complaint of Frank Zotti, proprietor of 
the Narodni’ List, a newspaper printed 
in the Hungarian language in this city, 
that Savic, who is now Consul General 
for hig Government. af Vienna, had re- 


fused ‘to vis6é passports of persons de-|. 


siring to travel to Serbia, Croatia’ and 
Jugoslavia, and that -he had threatened 
to have certam advertising in Zotti’s 
newspaper withdrawn if Zotti did not 
sel the Narodni List for less than it 
was worth. 

In recommending dismissal of, the in- 
dictments the prosecutor told the Court 
that witnesses who testified before the 
Grand Jury had only second-hand 
knowledge of the facts and that there 
was not enough evidence to warrant
